IDEAL TRAVEL SYSTEM. 


Heavier Cars and Greater Speed 
than Overhead Trolley Wire 
Permits Made Pos- 
sible.

.. Running west from Chicago to Wheaton, 


and thence spreading out in form of a 1 


to the sister cities of Elgin and Aurora, with 
Batavia tucked in between on a transverse 
line, there may be found an interurban elec- 
tric railroad which is a type peculiar to it- 
self, at least in this section of the country. 

It is operated with the third rall system. 
ig capable of producing the highest possible 
speed known to electric railroad engineers, 
and was constructed on a costly basis which 
has made it the envy of similar lines the 
country over. 

Of course everybody knows, or ought to 
know by this time, that with the third rail 
system heavier cars can be run and higher 
gpeed developed than by the trolley. On the 
other hand, everybody equally knows, or 
ought to know, that under certain conditions 
the third rail is a dangerous thing and can 
be employed only where the livee of the 
public are carefully eafeguarded. 


Use of Third Rail a Problem. 


There are those who think that the third 

pail may have to be abandoned on the Au- 
rora line when the country is completely 
gettled up, but its managers do not look 
forward to any such contingency, although 
itis well known that the franchise of most 
of thé towns on the line between Chicago 
end Milwaukee prohibit the use of the third 
rail as a means of distributing the motive 
power. 
Engineers will clash for a good while to 
come as to the wisdom of using the third 
rail system on surface roads, but there can 
be no doubt that in the meanwhile it fur- 
nishes the ideal system of transportation. 

Not everybody understands why it is that 
the trolley has its limits as regards speed, 
while the third rail cars are able to make 
so much better time and apparently with 
the same effort. The secret lies entirely 
in the method of producing the contact 
which conducts the current of electricity 
into the motors attached to the wheels. The 
third rail running alongside the regular 
track is absolutely permanent. It presents 


a broad, smooth surface and it has been 


found possible to run over it a metal shoe 
attached te e car and so constructed that 
the contact between the rail and the shoe 
is absolutely perfect at all times. Third 


- pail electric cars do not get off their trolleys 


and they do not lose thetr shoes until they 
wear out by constant service, when they 
are easily replaced by an electrical cobbler. 


Limitations of the Trolley. 


Most people who see a troliey car naturally 
take it for granted that the wheel at the top 
of the trolley pole is in close contact with 
the wire all the time. This is true when the 
car is at rest, but it is far from true during 
rapid motion. A trolley line necessarily 
hangs in long loops. When the wheel runs 


over it it pushes the loop up in the center 


and the contact is perfect. When the whee. 

reaches a point near where the trolley line 
ig suspended it naturally follows the line 
of least resistance, and when the car is go- 
ing fast inevitably jumps from one loop to 
another and skips the sustaining point alto- 
gether. 

Whenever the trolley wheel leaves the wire. 
whether it is thrown off altogether or is 
merely jumping from one loop to another, 
there is a complete cessation of electric cur- 
rent. The result is that the electric car with 
the overhead trolley, unless special devices 
are provided to prevent it, receives its mo- 
tive power in a series of jerks. Besides that 
it cannot draw the same amperage from a 
wire as the third rail car does from the 
broad metallic surface beneath its shoe. 

This accounts for the fact that the third 
rail syetem is capable of producing the high- 
est grade of speed and the motion of the 
ear is generally much smoother than if an 
everhead trolley were used. 


: Danger of the Third Rail. 


Of course, the third rail is a deadly instru- 
ment. It is heavily charged with a current 
of electricity sufficient to kill a regiment of 
men. A private right of way for the Hine is, 
therefore, absolutely indispensable. Where 
& surface railroad crosses a public road at 
@rade the third rail must be cut away abso- 
lutely and the connection for the current 
made by an underground cable passing be- 
neath the roadway. It is necessary also to 
Provide cattle guards and put up signs at all 
of these crossings, warning the public 
Against the danger of trespassing on the 
tight of way. | 

The third rail system permits of heavy cars, 
and there are four motors of 125 horse power 
each, or about twice as much as are put under 
the largest car of the overhead trolley sys- 
tems. This necessitates a substantially 
built roadbed, the result being that the Au- 
rora, Elgin and Chicago road is an expensive 
Proposition and always will be. 

It is far from being a menace to public life 
at the present time, and for a natural reason. 
The public was so carefully warned away 
from the third rail that every one wag at once 
educated up to the danger, and I have been 
told that with the exception of an odd em- 
ployé now and then there has only been one 
life sacrificed to the third rail since the open- 
ing of the system. 

Luxury of Aurora Road. 

As a road the Aurora line is luxurious in its 

appointments. It does not run sleeping cars 

because the distances are far too short, but 

it runs fast trains with a schedule of an hour 

and ten minutes from Chicago to Aurora or 
n, an average distance of about forty 


Milles, including half « dozen stops en route. 


On several trains—for they run trains on the 
third rail line out of Chicago—there is served 
an excellent buffet lunch, with hot meat, 
eggs, potatoes, sandwiches, soups, and a 
Variegated wine list. 

Tune company runs trains all day long on 
the half hour schedule, with eight limited 
trains sandwiched in on the quarter interval 
@uring the rush hour. Sundays the limited 


trains are abandoned and the regular service 


crowded together on the ..fteen minute sched- 
Ule during the daytime and a liberal allow- 


unce for the night traffic.

SPENDS $315,000. 


Missing Head of Business Con- 
cern Found to Be Ruined 
by His Wildcat Spec- 
ulations. 


F. H. JONES IS RECEIVER. 


First National Bank People Are 
Losers; Consider Criminal 
Prosecution as the 
Next Move. 


The appointment of a r w for the 
properties of the Belding- RKI Manufactur- 
ing company yesterday followed close upon 
the heels of the discovery by the creditors of 
the concern that its missing president, Jesse 
Edson Hall, had appropriated to his own 
uses at least $815,000 of the corporation's 
funds, 1 

As far as can be discovered every dollar 
of this money went into mining stock which 
was backed up with no tangible property, 
theatrical Ventures which made no money, 
and other securities which the creditors are 
willing to sell in a lump for something less 
than $4,000. 

Frank H. Jones of the American Trust and 
Savings bank was appointed receiver during 
the morning by Referee in Bankruptcy East- 
man in the absence of a District court judge. 
He immediately took possession of the local 
offices of the corporation at 196 Monroe 
street and the three factories at Belding, 
Mich. 

Startling Results Shown. 

A close examination of the financial oper- 
ations of the missing corporation head shows 
astonishing results. 

The accounts, which have just been audit- 
ed, show that Hall for two years had madea 
practice of distributing the company's funds. 
in eums varying from $1,000 to $5,000, among 
irresponsible persons connected with the 
company. These people, it appears, knew 
the condition of Hall’s finances, and the 
only reason which his creditors can 
assign for this open handed generosity with 
the company’s funds is that he was under 
their influence because of this knowledge. 
About $40,000 was distributed in this way. 

Indications yesterday were that Hall would 
not voluntarily return from Canada and that 
criminal prosecution would be instituted to 
bring him back to this country by the First 
National bank, which holds notes of the 
company aggregating $100,000. 


Audit Finished; Heavy Liabilities. 

The audit of the company's st at Bel- 
ding was completed by the experts employed 
by the creditors’ committee late Thursday. 
The audit showed that the company’s direct 
liabilities amounted to $575,000, with indi- 
rect labilities—including notes which are 
considered worthless—which will bring the 
total up to $645,000. Against this indebted- 
ness there were found assets which amount- 
ed ta but $400,000 to $450,000. 

Accompanied by Attorney Jacob Newman, 
the ¢ereditors’ committee repaired to the of- 
fice of Attorney Percy Eckhart in the First 
National Bank building to decide upon some 
action. Until late into the night Mr. Eck- 
hart argued against the appointment of a 
receiver, but the creditors at last decided that 
the interests of all concerned could best be 
conserved only by court action, and the ap- 
plication for a recelvor was made immedi- 
ately. 

Jones Goes to Belding. 

Mr. Jones left for Belding last evening and 
will begin an invoice of the properties on 
hand this morning. It is expected that the 
factories will be operated for some weeks at 
least. 

President James B. Forgan of the First 
National bank insisted that the failure was 
brought about, not by a tight money 
market or any difficulties of the company, 
but because of the withdrawal of the com- 
pany’s funds from the business by Hall. 

„Hall and some of the employés appro- 
priated large sums of money, more than $300,- 
000, of the company’s money, and that is the 
cause of the failure,” said Mr. Forgan. 

„To what extent is the First National bank 
a creditor?’’ Mr. Forgan was asked. 

„ The bank is a creditor to the extent of 
$100,000, and it is more than likely that we 
shall lose 325,000.“ 

„ wil/criminal prosecution of Mr. Hall fol- 
low!“ 

„1 have consulted with my attorney with 
that end in view,” said Mr. Forgan, “‘ He is 


looking into the matter now.” 


Borrows for Two Years. 

It appears that Mr. IIall has been bor- 
rowing the company’s money for at least 
two years. There has been little effort on his 
part to conceal this fact. The money taken 
out of the business was secured only by 
promissory notes signed by Mr. Hall. As he 
has no other property than the $80,000 worth 
of Belding-Hall stock, which is worthless 
until all outstanding bills are paid, it is ex- 
pected that the $315,000 which he “ bor- 
rowed and the $40,000 which he lent to irre- 
sponsible persons—$355,000 in all—will be a 
total loss. 5 

Where all of this money went even the 
auditors have been unable to discover. It is 
helleved that $40,000 of it, as stated in Tun 
TRIBUNE some days ago, was lost in Starring 
Clay Clement in “Sam Houston.” Then 
there were the piles of gilt edged paper 
which told of mining stock investments. This 
stock is of western gold mines chiefly, and a 
hurried investigation Las shown It to be prac- 
tically worthless. 

These securities, however, do not account 
for the expenditure of more than $200,000. 
Where the remaining $115,000 went is the 
question which the creditors are endeavoring 
to answer. 

After concluding his day’s investigation 
Mr. Newman announced that he expected 
that the company would pay about 60 cents 

lar. 
. ee he said, “circular letters 
will be sent to all of the creditors, telling 
them of the conditions, and much of the fu- 
ture action will depend upon the decision of 
the creditors after the present invoice is con- 
* 


eluded.“ 
Children’s Pathetic Plight. 

A pathetic feature of the case is the condi- 
tion of the missing man’s two children, who 
are living at the Hall home in Winnetka in 
charge of a housekeeper. Since Mr. Hall left 
Chicago they have received no word from 
him, neither have they received any money 
with which to meet the household expenses,

PLEA BY ARTISTS “AFFINITY” 


Girl Who Supplanted Wife Ex- 
plains and Defends Action. 


SAYS SHE ISN’T HEARTLESS. 


'Twas Mrs. Earle Herself, She Says, 
Who Begged Her to Fill Need.“ 


New York, Sept. 6.—[Special.]—* I am not 
an interloper. I have not come between this 
man and hie wife. Mrs. Earle is not a martyr. 
This day I would gladly give him up for 
duty’s sake, although he is the only man 1 
ever have loved, if the wife would consent. 
But she will not. It was she who urged me 
to try to fill the need in his life which she 
admits she has been unable to meet.“ 

These words, uttered by Miss Julia Kutt- 
ner, were the prelude to a remarkable inter- 
view given by her today in her retreat in the 
Catskill mountains. She told the whole story 
of her love for Ferdinand Pinney Earle, who 
sent his wife away to get a divorce. It was 
a tale of romance, heart suffering, and sac- 
rifice. 

In her statement, the first Mise Kuttner 
has made since the affair became public, 
rothing ,was withheld. The young woman 
narrated from its beginning to the present 
stage the development of her friendship for 
the artist. She explained all her motives in 


the affair. 


Began as a Peacemaker. 

The most astounding revelation made by 
Miss Kuttner during the interview came 
when, with glowing eyes and uplifted face, 
she made the following declaration: 

„ tell you honestly and in all earnestness 
that when I went to the home of the Barles, 
when I accepted the hospitality of this man’s 
wife, my object was absolutely this: To 
effect a reconciliation between the two. I 
knew they had not been happy. He had told 
me so. He had revealed the situation to me 
in its every aspect. 

I came over here from Europe with the 
express purpose of acccmplishing a reconcil- 
lation. I changed my plars—came over a 
month earlier than I had intended—simply 
and purely to bring them together. 

“In spite of the fact that this man is so 
dear to me, I would have considered it the 
crowning glory of my life had I been able to 
bring these two into a perfect understanding. 
The highest form of love is unselfishness. I 
would have gloried in performing this high- 
est of all love's offices.”’ 


Not Heartless as She Seems. 

Miss Kuttner continued: Just think how 
the world looks at me—how people are dis- 
cussing me. I am pictured as a heartless 
girl bent on her own happiness, who has come 
between this man and his wife. This is 
anything but the truth. 

would never come between any man 
and his wife. This proceeding is something 
to which Mrs. Earle not only agrees, but 
of which she is glad. She regards my friend- 
ship for Mr. Earle as a blessing to them both, 
as the means by which she shall secure free- 
dom from an unhappy alliance and a chance 
for happiness for herself in the future. 

“ You mean Mrs. Earle intends to marry 
again?” 

“She certainly will marry again if she 
finds an opportunity to win the domestic 
felicity she has missed.” 

Wife Much Happier Now. 

„ Has she told you this?“ 

„ Practically, yes. She has talked the mat- 
ter over with me in every aspect and she con- 
fessed to me she is glad of the chance to seek 
happiness in her native land. She has never 
been happy in this country. She was home- 
sick from the first. ‘Her domestic misfortune 
accentuated her misery. She is happier to- 
day than she has been for years, and she re- 
gards me as the means of her salvation.” 

„Mrs. Earle has not confessed regard for 
any one other than Mr. Earle, has she?“ 

No, I don’t believe she has any one in 
mind. But she told me she would be glad to 
marry again if she thought she could be 
congenialiy mated, At least this was the 
substance of her revelations to me.”’ 

Miss Kuttner describes how she finally 
came to see that reconciliation between the 
husband and wife was hopeless. 

“It was one week after I had been in the 


Earle home, she said. ‘‘I had made every 
effort to reconcile the two. I talked to each 
separately and I talked to them togther. I 
urged and pleaded. But one night—it was 
Saturday night, or, rather, Sunday morning, 
for it was 2 o'clock or after—Mrs. Earle left 
her room and came upstairs to mine. She 
sat down by the bedside. 

Julia. it is no use, she said. * I can't do it 
—it is impossible. We cannot be happy, we 
cannot. Why should we try any longer? 
Love cannot be forced. It must come of it- 
self, We are hopelessly out of sympathy. 
Listen, Julia. You understand him: Youcan 
make him happy. I want you to promise me 
you III.“ 23 

“We sat there in the dark, talking it all 
over, as women talk in the silence of the night. 
And that hour decided it. There was no 
longer any battle, any doubt. There were not 
two paths any longer—she had taken the 
choice from me. 


“Affinity” a Comely Girl. 

Miss Kuttner is thus @escribed by her inter- 
viewer: Her face is a ‘ong oval, the cheeks 
round and girlish, the chin sensitive, the nose 
straight and comely, the mouth pretty and 
turned up at the corners. She has even, 
white teeth that gleam delightfully when she 
smiles. 

She has a plump figure, girlish in outline, 
and her hands and wrists are daintily round- 
ed. Her physical characteristics are not 
noticed so much as her manner, her facial 
expression, and her voice, which is exceed- 
ingly lovely—soft, well modulated, and cul- 
tured. 

She is 22 years of age, but she has the men- 
tality and poise of a much older woman. 


CAN A MAN DRIVE A HEARSE 
AND STAY ON WATER WAGON? 


Paul Bouk Confesses to Judge Cleland

He was given a month in which to try it 
and at the end of that time, he gaid, if he is 
unable to go to a funeral without becoming 
so despondent he will quit the job. 


DINING CARS ARE PLUNDERED 
BY ROBBERS IN WOMEN’S GARB 


Four Men Arrested Accused of Thieving 
Masquerades — Ringleader Formerly 
a Railway Cook. ,

series of robberies in dining cars, committed 
while they were wearing women's clothing, 
were arrested last night in a raid on the 
Paxton apartment building, Twenty-third 
street and Wabash avenue.

OUTCAST ON $1 A DAY DIES 


William L. Graves, Once Prosper- 
ous, Expires in Lodging House. 


DAILY REMITTANCE SENT. 


His Brother, Jeweler, Had Money For- 
warded Under Contract. 


William L. Graves, once a prosperous Chi- 
cago business man anda brother of Charles 
E. Graves, head of the jewelry house at 
Madison street and Wabash avenue, died 
in East St. Louis last evening an outcast—a 
remittance man. He had been receiving $1 
a day under an agreement one of the terms 
of which was that he remain away from 
Chitago. 

The last two years of his life had been 
spent among the men of his kind in East 
St. Louis—failures and saloon hangers-on. 
He received no direct word from his wife 
and two children in Chicago, nor from his 
brother. 

He did receive his daily income, however, 
through Thomas Rudd, treasurer of Charies 
E. Graves & Co. The daily letter from Mr. 
Rudd contained no writing of any kind. It 
contained only a paper dollar wrapped in 
a sheet of blank paper. 

Upon receipt of the money Graves im- 
mediately forwarded each day, as was agreed 
in the contract, a postal card on which gen- 
erally were the words, Recelv the 
money.“ That was all. Neither of the 
brothers expected any other correspondence. 


Found Dead in Lodging House. 

How long this might have continued no- 
body can tell. But Graves’ lungs had be- 
come affected and there was nobody at 
the lodging house where he had been stay- 
ing who was capable or willing to care for 
him. Last evening his body was found 
shortly after death had occurred in the 
lodging house. Papers found in the pockets 
bore witness to the story of his failure in 
life and the existence he had been leading 
since his departure from Chicago two years 
ago. 

The news of his death at once was tele- 
graphed to Mr. Rudd and he communicated 
with Charles E. Graves at his home in 
Evanston. Mr. Graves told Mr. Rudd to 
go at once to St. Louis to take charge of 
the body and bring it back to Chicago for 
burial. 

Twenty-five years ago Graves came to 
Chicago from the little Wisconsin city where 
he was born with hopes of attaining great 
success in the business world. He embarked 
in the saddlery and hardware business and 
for several years conducted a small but 
growing business. He was married and a 
few years later his son, Edward, was born. 

It was about this time that Graves began 
to drink. In spite of the pleadings of his 
friends he continued, and it was but a matter 
of a few months when his business was gone. 
He found employment, but this, too, he 
lost through drink. 


Fortune Spent in Seeking Cure. 

Then his brother, Charles Graves, under- 
took to cure him. He was sént from place to 
place and cure after cure was tried, but tono 
purpose. How much money was spent in this 
useless search for à real cure even Mr. 
Graves; the jeweler, does not know. Last 
evening he said he believed he had spent a 
fortune on it, and all to no purpose. 

Two years ago it was decided that as Will- 
lam could not overcome his desire for drink 
he had best leave hom4. Scveral plans were 
suggested, and at last it was decided to send 
him just enough money to live on and in such 
amounts that he could not long be in want. 
It was not considered wise to trust him with 
larger amounts. So the agreement to remain 
away from home for ti @ day was entered 
into, with the postcard receipt pian. 

The widow is living 4 ith her son, Edgar, 21 
years old, and her daughter, Lydia, 12 years 
old, in a flat on the west side. Edgar is em- 
ployed in the Graves jewelry store and is sup- 
porting his mother and sister. 

“ Poor William was just unfortunate, said 
Charles Graves when fe heard of his broth- 
er's death last evening. In spite of every- 
thing he went wrong. It is pathetic, but ab- 


solutely unavoidable. We did all we could 
tor him.” 


WORKING CHICAGO 
FOR PHONE PROFIT 


American Bell Company Has 
Taken Out Over $6,500,- 
000 Net During the 
Last Ten Years. 


MORE IN NEW FRANCHISE, 


Rate of Gain Will Increase Un- 
der Proposed Contract as It 
Has Under Past System 


of Paying. 


In the last ten years, from 1897 to 1007, the 
American Bell company, operating through 


| the agency of the Chicago Telephone com- 


pany, has taken out of Chicago and neighbor- 
ing territory as its share of net profite in 
the telephone business over $6,500,000. 

Chicago has been an exceedingly fertile 
field for the American Bell company to culti- 
vate, and with the consent of the city council, 
which it desires to obtain instantly, it is 
ready to continue operations on about the 

In royalties the American Bell company 
has taken at least $2,000,000 in these ten 
years. The sum probably has been much 
larger. By applying the same percentage of 
the gross receipts which the foreign com- 
pany now receives to the gross receipts of 
the Chicago Telephone company for the ten 
years the company is credited with $2,041,500, 

There is no record in the data furnished the 
city to show when the present contract was 
made. The expert telephone commission 
merely reported that the royalty charges 
originally amounted to a figure “ which 
would be extremely high today, but these 
have been gradually reduced.” 


Figuring Up Vast Profits. 

Giving the company ‘he benefit of the doubt 
and assuming that the present contract for 
4% per cent extended back over ten years, the 
royalties of the American Bell company 
amounted to over §2,000,000, from which cer- 
tain deductions must be made for services 
rendered. 

In these ten years the stock which the 
American Bell company holds in the Chicago 
Telephone company has earned net for it 
$5,025,100. The total reward of the American 
Bell company in the Chicago field in ten years 
has been $7,066,600 in cash, or, deducting 
the value of the actual services of the parent 
company in the Chicago telephone industry, 
about $6,000,000. 

This has been cash. In addition the Amer- 
ican Bell company has been rewarded by at 
least one stock dividend. In 1000 it took pos- 
session of $520,000 worth of stock, represent- 
ing surplus. 

If the city council sees fit to Brant the re- 
quest of the American Hell company, made 
through its local agents of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company, and grants the pending ordi- 
nance which the gas, oi, and electric light 
committee has offered it will make it possible 
for the foreign concern not only to maintain 
its present annual standard of earnings but 
to increase them. 


Gets More Money Every Year.

Profits Still Going Higher. 

The figures represent nothing but the prof- 
its of the American Bell interests In the local 
company. For three years the total has been 
over $1,000,000 a year, and still is going 
higher. 

There {s no increase in the percentage of 
compensation offered the city. That re 
mains at 8 per cent. The Chicago Telephone 
company ingists that the ordinance provides 
for a decrease in yates from 15 to 25 per cent. 
Subscribers will remember that it was only 
after a fight lasting all summer that they 
were conceded the privilege of retaining their 
$125 flat rate for business telephones. : 

It is maintained by the local telephone 
officials that they cannot possibly continue 
to make their present high rate of earnings 
if the ordinance be adopted, because it makes 
a reduction in rates. Conceding, for the sake 
of their argument, that it does make a reduc- 
tion in rates, it is difficult to foresee any halt 
in the upward march of the profits. 


Phones Lower; Earnings More. 

While the net earnings of the American 
Bell company were increasing from $270,600 
a year to $728,000 a year, the average rate 
paid for, telephones by the citizens of Chi- 
cago was decreasing from $123 53 to $53.29. 

In 1807 the net earnings of the American 
Bell in the Chicago field were $270,000. The 
average rate paid for telephones was $123.53. 
In 1906 the average rate had been cut in two. 
It was only $53.29, according to the figures of 
the expert telephone commission. The net 
earnings of the American Bell company had 
gone up to $728,000, thereby ignoring com- 
pletely the opinion of the local telephone 
promoters that they cannot continue to earn 
their immense profits because of reduced 
rates. 

Something extraordinary must have upset 
this immutable law of telephony in the last 
ten years because it is apparent that the 
average rate was cut in two and the net earn- 
ings doubled. 

It is more reasonable to assume that the 
profits of the American Bell company will 
continue to grow with years. They are over 
the million mark now. With the aid of the 
pending telephone ordinance they may be 
over the two million mark before the life of 
the grant has half expired. 


Two-fifths of Profits Royalties. 

Two-fifths of the enormous profits of the 
American Bell company have been royalties, 
The Chicago Telephone company will con- 
tinue to pay them under the new ordinances, 
They will amount to much more than the 
compensation paid the city.

The return given by the American Bell 
company for its royalties is partly tangible 
and partly intangible. The expert telephone 
commission estimated that its services in 
furnishing and keeping in repair the tele- 
phone receivers, transmitters, and induction 
coils used in the Chicago Telephone system 
Were worth $108,000 In 1906. The total amount 
paid the American Bell company in royalties 
in 1906 was $351,860, or in the strictly Chicago 
field, $282,246. The payment to the Bell peo- 
ple, exclusive of the services mentioned, was 
$174,000 on business done within the city, 


Defense of Big Payments. 

In defense of this payment the experts 
merely say: 

“The Chicago Telephone company urges 
that it gets the value of this sum through 
the engineering work which is done for ft by 
the American Bell Telephone company and 
the American Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany, which is an offshoot of the American 
Bell Telephone company, and also through 
the associations with the other great Bell 
telephone operating companies, and espe- 
cially the companies at New York, Boston, 
and Philadelphia, which they are at liberty 
to ask for information through their Bell 
Telephone company relations. 

The company’s engineers report that they 
receive working specifications for switch- 
board installations, line and conduit work, 
pole line construction, cable construction, 
building material, etc., and bulletins are sup- 
plied. treating of engineering practice and 
operating methods, which summarize the ex- 
perience and practice of the various Bell 
telephone companies. 

“It also is urge that) a portion of this 
payment is justified on account of the ex- 
clusive license to use in Chicago apparatus 
coming within the patents of the American 
Bell Telephone company and its offshoots.’’ 

This is the return for $174.000 a year, and 
the sum involved will continue to grow 
year by year under the new ordinance as long 
as the Chicago Telephone company main- 
tains its present relations with thet American 
Bell company, and, with the latter company 
in control of the former, the contract will 
remain as long as thet American Bell com- 
pany wishes it to.

ON NEW CHARTER 


Liquor Interests Find They 
Have No More Cash for 
Agitation Against It. 


* „ 


ARE GIVEN A NEW SHOCK. 


Told When City Is Short the 
Easiest Way Out Is to Raise 
Saloon Licenses. 


Mayor Busse’s gentle hint to the brewers 
and liquor and saloon interests, that if they 
kept up their present plan of campaign 
against the charter they were likely to get 
a real. ‘‘ puritanical Sunday instead of 
the imaginary one they have been talking 
so much about recently, had immedlate et- 
fect yesterday. * 

The brewers suddenly discovered they had 
no more money to spend in the anti-charter 
agitation and the agitators of the United 
Societies found themselves cut off from ex- 
pected financial supplies. 

Three north side amusement parks as 
suddenly found out they had made a mis- 
take in circulating anti-charter literature and 
ordered it all thrown out. 

Individuals in the allied interests paid calls 
at the city hall to leave word they were 
oat only for the charter but always had 

een. 

The brewers and saloon people also got an- 
other gentle shock in the suggestion that if 
the charter was beaten the city would be 
short of money and it had been found that 
when cash for the city treasury was needed 
in a hurry the easiest way was to raise saloon 
licenses. 

Busse’s Hint Stops Flow of Cash. 

The stringency in the financial affairs of 
the executive committee of the United So- 
cleties was the direct result of Mayor Busse's - 
“hint.” As the story*was told rvesterday, 
the brewers had, agreed to furnish the com- | 
mittee with a fund of $25,000 to be used in 
fighting the charter. The brewers knew well 
enough the claim that if the charter was 
passed Chicago saloons would be closed on 
Sunday was nonsense, but they had come to 
belleve that it might interfere with their 
wagon trade in the prohibition districts of 
Hyde Park and Lake View, and were against 
it accordingly. 

Of this $25,000 they had already sent in 
about $3,000, which had been used for the 
printing and posting of the red and yellew 
yell“ which the United Societies have so 
liberally supplied the billboards of Chicago 
with, and were holding the remaining $22,000 
subject to demand. 

But when the mayor told them that he re- 
garded their action as an absolute breach of 
faith and were using the false cry of puri- 
tanical Sunday to influence votes in an 
election in which they really were not con- 
cerned, and if they kept up their present 
course they would have the genuine article 
of a ‘‘ puritanical Sunday for three years 
and seven months, the brewers decided they 
had better keep the $22,000 in thelr own 
treagury. 

Sudden Amusement Park Reversal. 

The three amusement parks which experi- 
enced a change ol heart were the Bismarck, 
the Rienzi, and the Riverview. They 
had all been bountifully supplied with pos- 
ters and other campaign literature by the 
United Societies and were enlisted for the 
war. The White City was getting ready to 
follow suit, but the distributors had not yet 
got around to it. 

In the afternoon, however, came word from 
the managers of these parks that they 
would throw the literature out. 

The suggestion of a possible increase in sa- 
loon licenses did not come from the mayor's 
office. It had its birth in the committee rooms 
frequented by the aldermen and grew out of 
a discussion of city finances. In brief it was: 

The hope of the aldermen and the reason 
why most of them are anxious that the char- 
ter passes is that it proinises to give the city 
more revenue for needed work. Every alder- 
man is in trouble all the while on account of 
the chronic impecunlosity of Chicago. His 
constituents are constantly demanding either 
improvements or better conditions in his 
ward. The alderman is oniy too anxious to 
comply, but the fact the city is broke always 
stands in the way. The charter is the thing 
he is looking for to help him out. 

But with the charter beaten the same bank- 
rupt treasury will remain. It was shown last 
year the easiest way for the city to raise more 
money was by increasing the price of saloon 
licenses, 

United Societies Continues Fight. 

The Unitéd Societies had a meeting of its 
executive committee during the day, and that 
body determined to keep up the fight. It 
first tried to get into communication with 
Mayor Busse, and, failing in that, decided 
that it would take it for granted that his posi- 
tion had been correctly reported in the news- 
papers and proceed actordingly. It would 
continue its campaign whether the mayor 
liked fg or not. 

The first announcement made was that the 
organization was not affiliated with the 
brewers and did not look to them for support. 
This was affirmed by President John Koel- 
ling, Attorney Nicholas Michels, and Fritz 
Glogauer of the board of directors. The lat- 
ter announced he had written the red and 
yellow yell“ himself and would stand by the 
statements in It. 

Then a reply was made to the charge that 
the organization was simply opposing the 
charter because it had been disappointed in 
getting in it a clause allowing saloons in Chi- 
cago to keep open on Sunday. Mr. Michels 
explained it in these words:

goans. First of all, the distinguished 
Hebrew scholar came out strongly for the 
new charter and declared that it should have 
his support Ind vote. 

“I am inclined to love the charter for the 
enemies it has made,“ he explained, with a 
trace of hie caustic wit. “I find ita pretty 
good principle when I haven't time to look 
into a matter of statecraft myself to find: out 
the opinions of certain men and how they 
are going to vote, and then to vote the other 
way.

F it is fair to assume that the charter bill 
as it came from the convention expressed 
the will of the people of the city—and this 
assumption is justified by the unanimous 
approval of the convention—the merits 

of the charter as it now comes before the 
people for their approval can best be judged 
by ascertaining the anges made by the 
legislature. ; 

For this purpose it is proposed to go briefly 
over the principal changes from the present 
law which the convéntion recommended and 
see how they were dealt with by the legis- 
lature. } 

1, Two of the main features of the charter 
—home rule and revenue—are to be discussed 
in separate articles. It is sufficient here to 
say with regard to the former that (barring 
the special powers with regard to the sale 
of liquor) the full extent of self-government 
which the convention demanded has been 
conceded by the legislature, and with regard 
to the latter that the article represents a 
compromise upon a subject upon which more 
than on any other opinions and interests 
differ. It is also unnecessary to speak at 
length of the articles on consolidation and 
indebtedness. Without the increase in bond- 
ing power the whole charter might have as 
well remained unwritten, and that increase 
was under the constitution impossible with- 
out the absorption of at least two of the 
park districts. It is obvious that this must 
mean the absorption of all. These two arti- 
cles were, therefore, accepted by the con- 


mittee and were left practically unchanged 
by the legislature. 

2. The second article deals with the subject 
of elections, and was the subject of extended 
discussion and controversy. The convention 
agreed to important reforms the purpose of 
which was to divorce municipal administra- 
tion from party politics. It recommended the 
adoption of the state primary law of 1006 with 
an amendment strengthening the feature of 
direct primary election; it voted at first in 
favor of the abrogation of the party column, 
following in that respect the best types of 
ballot reform legislation as we find it in Mas- 
sachusetts and other states, but subsequently 
reversed its action by the narrow margin of 
one vote, and merely recommended the elim- 
ination of the party circle; and it placed in the 
charter bill a corrupt practices act. All these 
were substantial improvements upon the 
present law, calculated to insure honesty and 
independence in the expregsion of the popular 
will. But they tended to weaken the influence 
of party organization, and the members of 
the organizations naturally did not view 
them with friendly eyes. This feeling of hos- 
tility was frankly expressed at Springfield, 
and it was not unexpected. The house re- 
stored the party circle, and the senate rein- 
stated the inferior type of primary law under 
which we are living at present; it also struck 
out the corrupt practices act. It would be 
idle to deny that the work of the convention 
in these respects suffered a serious setback, 
and the task of defending the action of the 
legislature may be left to those who believe 
that good municipal government depends 
upon the unabated influence of political party 
organization. The advocates of the charter 
can only urge that, after all, it simply leaves 
the law as it is, subject to future improve- 
ment. 

8. Since we age dealing now with features 
of the charter with regard to which many of 
its friends feel apologetic, it may be as well to 
take up the matter of ward apportionment. 
The recommendations of the convention re- 
garding the extension of the term of the 
aldermen from two years to four and the 
increase of salary from $1,500 to $3,500 were 
followed by the législature, and while the 
wisdom of these changes may be questioned, 
it will be conceded that opinions may hon- 
estly differ with regard to them. The same 
is true with regard to the change by which 
the whole council is elected at the same time, 
and only ene alderman from each ward, That 
the legislature reduced the number from sev- 
enty to fifty is not of vital importance, and 
will result in a substantial saving in the city's 
budget. 

But if the action of the legislature in forcing 
upon the people of Chicago an apportionment 
dictated by a small coterie of party leaders, a 
matter which the charter bill had left to 
the city council, has found in this city any 
friends or advocates, they have kept quiet. 
It requires a more intimate acquaintance 
with the political geography of Chicago than 
the average citizen has to Judge to what ex- 
tent the reapportionment may be justly 
Branded as a gerrymander, or how far it in- 
trenches the party machines in power—ir- 
respective of its intrinsic merits or demerits 
the action was indefensible, for the city went 
to 1 Rlestalture with a plea for home rule, 
and in a matter more than any other con- 


vention as they came from the drafting com-

cerning the city exclusively the principle of 
home rule was grossly violated. 

But it is a different question whether this 
feature of the charter is sufficiently ob- 
jectionable to require or warrant the rejec- 
tion of the entire act. No such drastic rem- 
edy is called for, for not only does the charter 
itself require a new reapportionment by the 
city council every ten years, but under the 
power of amendment given in article 5 the 
council may, at any time, submit the question 
of reapportionment to the vote of the people. 

4. The treatment of the civil service law has 
been subjected to some criticism. It should 
be said at the outset that the legislature 
adopted in substance the recommendations 
of the convention. The changes in the 
exempt list are absolutely trifling, for while 
all the secretaries in the mayor’s office were 
added, the investigators in the law depart- 
ment were taken out. The school employés 
were exempted from the jurisdiction of the 
civil service board, but that was done at their 
own request, since they preferred to be 
judged by the board of education. Other 
changes were at one time or other discussed 
or proposed, but finally abandoned. In mak- 
ing it clear that the charter was not to apply 
to Municipal court employés, the legislaturs 
merely gave effect to what is believed to have 
been the understanding of the convention, 
“Comparing the civil service provisions of 
the charter with the present civil service law, 
a gain is to be noted in the security of tenure 
given to two classes which heretofore have 
had it in fact but not in law—the park em- 
ployés and the school teachers. | . 

It is true, on the other hand, that the 
power of removal is made freer than it was 
by taking away the right of a discharged 
employé to demand atrial. He is still en- 
titled to specifications of the reasons of re- 
moval, and to a hearing, but it lies in the 
discretion of the commission whether a regu- 
lar judicial investigation shall be held. 

The change was opposed on the ground that 
it would place the present employés at the 
mercy of a new administration, but it is 
sufficient to point out that the tenure of all 

persons now in office is protected by the first 
article of the charter. 

As an independent proposition the right 
to a trial is not approved by the best civil 
service reform sentiment. It is inconsistent 
with good business management, for often it 
must be impossible to prove incompetence 
or indolence by judicial methods. The fed- 
eral-civil service law has followed the prin- 
ciple that no legal restriction whatever 
should be placed upon the power of removal. 
When the Chicago reformers of 1895 went be- 
vond all precedents in placing obstacles in 
the way of removals, it was felt by many 
that fhe zeal for a good cause had overshot 
its mark, and the correction of the mistake 
then made is a step in the right direction. 

. The article on public utilities is an ex- 
tension of the well known Mueller law to 
other utilities besides street railroads. No 
attempt has been made to define the term 
public utilities, although the primary ref- 
erence to services requiring street franchises 
is obvious. As a matter of law, the power of 
the city of Chicago to own and operate public 
utilities will be the same as that of any Ger- 
man city and wider than that of English 
cities, which require parliamentary fran- 
chises; but as a matter of fact the récent 
decision of the Supreme court, that certifi- 
cates issued by the city for the acquisitien 
of a utility are part of the city debt, has fora 
“time at least removed the possibility of mu- 
nicipal ownership. The grant of franchises 
will be subject to a popular veto in the form 
of the optional referendum. The contro] by 
the city of the private operation of public 
utilities is provided for in as ample a manner 
as could be reasonably demanded, if not 
more 80. ; 

All this was in substance accepted by the 
legislature as it was recommended by the 
convention; the few changes that were made 
are relatively unimportant and were either 
suggested or approved by the friends of the 
charter. 

6. The general relation between the city 
and the board of education was left by tho 
legislature in the form which the convention 
had given it, and which did not differ egsen- 
tially from the present relation except that 
the doubtful status of the board as a quasi- 
corporation is now clearly transformed into 
that of a department of the city government. 
The legislature accepted the reduction of the 
membership of the board from twenty-one to 
fifteen, which few will criticise. Exception 
may, perhaps, be taken to the action of tho 
legislature in withholding from the city coun- 
ell the power to pay salaries to the members 
of the board; but there had been strong dif- 
ferences of opinion in the convention itself

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on that point. The convention had propose4 
that the then incumbents should serve out 
their respective terms of office. This pro- 
vision was eliminated by the legislature, but 
in view of the removals since made by the 
new administration the change is without 
significance. N 

The legislature also altered the tenure of 
the members ot the board. According to the 
bill the removal by the mayor was subject 
only te the veto by a two-thirds vote of the 
cowmcli~an ineffective check—while the act 
requires for remova! misconduct, neglect of 
duty, or inability, and a preliminary hearing. 
The security of tenure, therefore, seems in- 
creased. ‘ 

In determining the status of the superin- ; 
tendent of education the convention was ev. 
dently actuated by the desire to strengthen 
the hands of a particular superintendent 
against a particular board. For this purpose 
it required a two-thirds vote of the board for 
the appointment and for the removal of the 
superintendent, and a similar vote to over- 
rule his recommendations regarding the ap- 
pointment and promotion of teachers and the 
introduction of text books. The legislature 
adopted this latter provision, but in the miat- 
ter of appointment and removal it substituted 
a majority for the two-thirds yote. In doing 
@o it merely restored the relation between 
the governing board and ite chief executive 
officer to its normal condition, and the’change 
deserves to be commended. 

7. The legislature struck out the grant of 
submerged land for which the convention had 
asked. While it would have been a hand- 
some gift, the refusal) of the state cannot be 
made justiy a matter of complaint; especially 
as the legislature has always been ready to 
make grants for park purposes, and there is 
no reason to doubt that it will continue that 
policy. 

8. Under the head of the police power two of 
the provisions of the charter bill for the mére 
effectual enforcement of the city’s ordinances 
failed to secure the approval of the legisia- 
ture in the form recommended by the con- 
vention; and the city’s powers were some- 
what reduced; but what was saved of these 
provisions represents a substantia) gain over 
the present law. These provisions allow the 
use of injunctions for the enforcement of 
health ordinances, and the abatement of 
nuisances by the city at the expense of the 
delinquent owner. 

9. Two features of the local improvement law 
aroused considerable interest. The one which 
provides that in the future the cost of paving 
streets shall only once be collected by special 
assessment to the extent of more than 50 per 
cent thereof; the financial limitations of the 
city made it impossible to lighten the special 
assessment burden to a greater extent, and 
the legislature therefore refused to make still 
greater concessions to property owners; the 
other, which will allow the use of bithulitic 
pavemems under safeguards which satisfied 
those who had opposed the use of a patented 
article. 

10. The legislature declined to pass or even 
consider the two separate bills demanded by 
the United Socteties, the one to plac¢ the mat- 
ter of Sunday observance entirély in the 
hands of the city, the other to allow special 
reguiation of the sale of liquor by private 
societies or clubs. This result was not un- 
foreseen, but it is deeply to be regretted. The 
concessions asked for were entirely in accord- 
ance with the spirit of home rule which 
otherwise pervades the charter. 

Such, in brief, is the record of legislative 
action upon the work of the Chicago charter 
convention. Has it been mutilated beyond 
recognition? No one can fairly say that. If 
we except the primary law, the ward appor- 
tlonment, and the two separate bills, the 
legislature has on the whole given Chicago 
what Chicago asked for. The city will get 
improved and simplified organization, a 
needed increase in revenues, and an amount 
of home rule that could hardly have been 
hoped for. 

Against these undoubted gains the oppo- 
nents of the charter set the political features 
to which they object and the limitation of 
home rule in the matter of the sale of liquor. 

If it be conceded that the charter might 
have been better or different in these re- 
spects, it should still be remembered that it 
is no worse than the present law. 

And if the charter itself gives the means 
of bringing about the desired changes, it is 
clear that even those who are dissatisfied wil! 
gain by its acceptance. 

A study of the home rule provision of the 
charter will reveal the scope that will be 
given to the working out of conflicting poli- 
cles within the city itself. To this study an- 
other article will be devoted.

H. I. Merris, 495 Webster avenue, and his 
wife, who were awake in their chairs, saw 
what took place. Pullman Conductor D. E. 
Ross was another of the few other persons on 
the train that knew anything of the affair. 

Five pickpockets got on the train at Lin- 
coln, where they had been operating at the 
state falr, said Conductor Ross. Con- 
ductor Ed Duval, whose division ended at 
Council Bluffs, caught three of them red 
handed robbing sleeping passengers én the 
chair car. He drew a revolver, and while he 
was attempting to drive the thieves from the 
train one of them drew a revolver and an- 
other a knife. The one with the knife 
slashed viciously at Duval, but did not reach 
him. The trio then ran to the platform and 
jumped off near Murdock while the train was 
climbing a grade. Two others were kept un- 
der surveillance by Duval 2nd handed over to 
the police when the train reached Omaha.

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| BOUGHT EXPLOSIVE ENOUGH 
TO WRECK MASONIC TEMPLE. 


Wabash Avenue Druggist Gives Clew 
Which May Lead to Arrest of Man 
Who Has Been Hurling Bombs. 


From Alfred M. Levi, a druggist, 359 Wa- 
bash avenue, the police yesterday obtained 
a clew which possibly may lead to the ar- 
rest of the person who has been throwing 
bombs at the houses of gamblers and poll- 
ticilans. Levi told the police that a man 
about 26 years old, of medium build and 
height, bought. two pounds of chloride of 
potash from a clerk in his store on the morn- 
ing of Aug. 18. Two hours later the man 
returned and purchased a quantity of alum 
and sulphur. Two pounds of chloride of pot- 
ash mixed with water, alum, and sulphuric 
acid would form an expiosive strong enough 
to wreck the Masonic temple, Levi told the 
detectives.

RED FLAG STAMPEDES STEERS: 
STOCKYARDS COHORTS IN PANIC 


Western Range Animals Go on Ramp- 
age and Thirty-five Hundred People 
Witness Real Wild West Show. 


Thirty-five hundred persons employed at 
the stockyards were thrown into a panic, 
traffic on the Chicago Junction railroad was 
obstructed, and business in the horse market 
was suspended for an hour yesterday during 
the roundup of five western range steers who 
went on a rampage. 

The animals were being driven down Ex- 
change avenue by cowboys, when the wave of 
a red flag and the shriek of the whistle of an 
approaching freight train threw them into 
a stampede. 

The office forces just dismissed for the 
noon hour then witnessed one of the liveliest 
wild west shows ever pulled on in Chicago.

By this time 
all the horsemen about the yards had joined 
in the chase. 

Two of the steers finally fell from exhaus- 
tion and were tied and taken to the slaughter 
house, while the other three were lassoed and 
led away.

Attorney Aldrich Says It Never 
Before Has Been Said 
Clients Have Judges. 


BREWER MAY ACT AT ONCE 


Case Will Be Up to the Court for 
Decision After a Short 
Session Today. 


Traction arguments before the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals will close 
with a half hour session this morning. It is 
possible that Justice Brewer of the Supreme 
court, who is the presiding judge and asso- 
ciated in thi@ hearing with Judges Seaman 
and Baker of the Circuit court, will announce 
his decision without further deliberation. At- 
torneys in the case, however, expect the mat- 
ter Will be taken under advisement for sev- 
eral days at least. | 

The feature of the proceedings was a fur- 
ther attack by Attorney C. H. Aldrich on the 
conduct of Judge Peter S. Grosscup, from 
whose decision in the Circuit court the appeal 
was taken. This onslaught, however, may 
prove something of a boomerang, for Justice 
Brewer stopped him ia the midst of it and 
indicated such an argument was not perti- 
nent to the cause at issue. 

Says Grosscup Was Disqualified. 

The charge made by Attorney Aldrich was 
that the efforts to secure the adoption of the 
reorganization plan indorsed by Judge Gross- 
cup constituted a “ constructive fraud and 
declared that the judge had been so closely 
connected with the Chicago Rallways com- 
pany that he had disqualified himself to sit 
in the case. He closed with the statement: 


“Tt has been said that lawyers formerly | 


had clients, now cliente have lawyers, but 
never before this case has it been said that 
cliente, have judges. If the Chicago Rail- 
ways company had not known in advance 
what the court’s decision would be in this 
cas@ I submit it never would have sought 
from the court the things asked in the peti-

„ Assuming all that you say is true,“ in- 
terrupted Justice Brewer, there has been 
a decree entered which contemplates the re- 
organization of all these companies into one 
company. Now, notwithstanding thie con- 
duct, if this plan is the best method of pro- 
moting the interests of the different com- 
panies and the public in general, would it 
be right for this court to say that we can- 
not permit it to be carried out?“ 

es.“ responded the lawyer, I say un- 
hesitatingly. The ultimate esteem held for 
the bar and the judiciary is of more im- 
portance than the property rights of any of 
these individuals or the public.” 

It was apparent, however, that Justice 
Brewer did not agree with the attorney, and 
this may have hastened the termination of 
the argument. 

Gurley for Reorganization Plan. 

Attorney W. W. Gurley, representing the 
Union Traction company, opened the ar- 
gument in favor of the reorganization and 
devoted much attention to the histories of 
the underlying companies. He was followed 
by Attorney George W. Wickersham, who 
pointed out the advantages to be obtained 
by the stock and bond Molders in the under- 
lying companies by the acceptance of the 
reorganization plan. He declared this to 
be the only way in which the rights of these 
creditors could be preserved. When Mr. 
Wickersham closed he announced that Wal- 
ter L. Fisher, the city’s special traction at- 
torney, was present and would be glad to 
explain the city’s position if the court cared 


to hear it. 


We would of course be glad to hear from 


Mr. Fisher,“ said Justice Brewer, “ but, 
unless he is prepared to make some pledge 
for the city, I fail to see how its position 
can affect the issue. The administration 
may change in a few years.” 

Several Cite Brewer Decisions. 


Attorney Frank Hagerman made the clos- 
ing argument for the reorganization. He de- 
fended Judge Grosscup’s actions by quoting 
decisions of the federal courts, many of them 
having been handed down by Justice Brewer. 
In fact, this seemed a feature of the closing 
speeches, and it is hardly possible that any 
decision of Justice Brewer affecting property 
rights from any standpoint escaped citation 
by one side or the other. Attorney Henry 
Crawford, who made the final argument for 
the appellants, also called attention to deci- 
sions handed down or concurred*in by the 
justice. 

During the argument of Mr. Hagerman 
Judge Seaman interrupted to ask how, if the 
original suit had been an action of the cred- 
itors against the lessees, Judge Grosscup 
could have adjudicated matters pertaining 
exclusively to the owners of the properties.

Present Lax Administration 


by Political Henchmen to 
Be Investigated.

That the judges of the Cook county Crim- 
mal court will investigate the Strassheim- 
Langeloh administration of the Cook county 
Jail, including the recent successful strike 
of prisoners, theinefficiency and disorganiza- 
tion of the wardheeler politicians who have 
been made guards in appreciation of political 
Services, and, in a special sense, the store- 
keeping enterprises carried on within the 
‘walls of the jail building, appears to be as- 
@ured as a result of yesterday’s develop- 
ments in the jail scandal. 

This kind of an investigation will be some- 
thing new in Cook county, but the consensus 
of opinion is that the Circuit and Superior 
court judges, who sit in the Criminal court, 
will not be deterred by lack of precedent 
from taking action in the present emergency, 
which apparently involves the important 
question of proper control of prisoners and 


decent administration of the business mat- | 


ters at the county jail. 


Sheriff Asks an Inquiry. 
The sheriff says he courts such an investi- 


tion, and during the day he issued a chal- | 
lenge to critics of the management of the 


jail to prove their charges. In an open letter 
he asked for the appointment of a commit- 
tee composed of judges of the Criminal court 
and representative citizens to visit the jail 
and make a report. 

Among the specific charges which are like- 
ly to engage attention will be the persistent 
rumors that the general store in the jail 
is operated by Sheriff Strassheim through his 
relative, Mr. Jacobe, and that the latter's 
supposed proprietorship of the enterprise is 

only a blind.“ 
Sheriff Said to Run Jail Store. 

The gossip among persons in a position to 
get accurate information is that Jacobs is 
simply a salaried man, and that one of the 
requirements for continuous enjoyment of 
the salary is that he pose as the real store- 


eeper. 
No clear and definite authority for opera- 


tion of such a store is to be found in the | 


statutes, it is said. 


Still another important point is whether 


the storekeeper at the jail pays the cus- 
‘tomary license fee for the sale of cigarets; 
or the tax on pawnbrokers for receiving 
watches and other articles as pledges for 


valuable things given to the incarcerated , 


owners. 

Although the statute known as “the jai! 
‘act’ specifies in unequivocal terms that the 
judges of the Cook County Criminal court 
hall inquire into conditions at the jail 
and see that the jailkeeper does not neglect 
any of his duties, no inquiry of that sort has 
ever been held. It has been the custom for 
the judges to allow-the grand juries—who 
are also charged with that duty—to make 
all the investigations that ever have been 
made of the jail administrations and also 
to take all the responsibility. 


Judges Ready for Inquiry. 

On this point Judge Axel Chytraus, one of 
the three judges who have returned from 
their vacations and are holding court, said: 

“I am of the opinion that the judges will 
De forced to take a han 1 in the jail situation. 
The only apparent reason why they have not 
always exercised their legal right of super- 
vision of the jail is because it has been the 
@ustom to allow the sheriff, county board, 
and grand jury the exercise of all the admin- 
istrative functions. However, if the situa- 
tion seems to demand that they act I am cer- 


— tain that the judges will be ready to do any- 


thing that the law shows clearly is their

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Jail Odors Offend Grand Jurors. 
It became known during the day that the 
June grand jury, when making the rounds of 
the jail on the customary tour of inspection, 
Was so offended by piles of garbage in the 
geil yard that they called Sheriff Strassheim 
before them and severely reprimanded him 
for his lax administration. The garbage had 
been allowed to accumulate all winter and 
spring, and when the urst heat of summer 
fell upon it the odor that arose became a 
public nuisance. It invaded the Criminal 
court building through the windows, becom- 
ing pungently obvious not only to the grand 
jurors in their room but to all whose business 
took them to any of ths courtrooms or to the 
offices of the state’s attorney, the coroner, 


the Probate and Criminal court clerks. 


Anticipating a reprimand, Sheriff Strass- 
beim, as soon as he received the summons 
from the inquisitors, started a force of work- 
men to clear the pile away. When he 
appeared before the jurors the next day he 
was able to point out that the nuisance had 
been abated. He was toid, however, that 
there was another nuisance—the insanitary 
condition of cups and other drinking utensils 
@upplied to the prisoners. This he also 
promptly remedied. 

Not a word was said in the grand jury’s 
report about the evils chat the sheriff had 
been forced to remedy. 


Sheriff Tells of Betterments. 
Im issuing his challenge tor an investice- 
tion Sheriff Strassheim said: — 

“I want an investigation in which testi- 
mony will be heard. I want a chance to Show 
what ‘has been done in the way of improving 
this jail since Jailer Langeloh took hold. A 
tremendous amount of work has been done, 
and abuses which had existed for years were 
done away with. Noone can appreciate the 
extent of the change who wae not familiar 
with conditions as they were under the old 
régime. 

“The smuggling of drugs anc intoxica 
into the jail has been stopped. Sanitary — 
Ations have been improved and the health 
of the prisoners is better. Extensive changes 
have been made in the jail. A new bakeshop 
has been installed and the equipment of the 
kitchen improved.“ 

The letter which was sent out by the sheriff 


says: 

“I wish togay that if the judges or citizens 
of Cook county or Tur TRIBUNE think there 
ig any truth in the statements recently pub- 
lished about the Cook county jail I cheer- 
fully invite a committee of the judges or 
citizens of business standing of Cook county 
to make a thorough investigation, and I as- 
gure the public that I can prove and con- 
vince such a committee that more improve- 
ments have been made/injthe jail under my 
administration than that of any previous 
sheriff, and that it is now run on better busi- 
mess principies and is in better sanitary con- 
dition than it has been in the last fifteen 
years.”

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THIRD RAIL ROAD 
PROVESITS WORTH 


(Continued from first page.) 


third rail system is about 1% cents, or 25 per 
cent less than the tariff of the steam roads, 
and the commutation rate on the sixty ride 
monthly ticket averages less than 17 cents 
from Chicago to Aurora and Elgin. This 
makes fhe third rail system an ever present 
competitor ef the. steam road. That it suc- 
ceeds at all is a proof of the inherent good 
quality of the electric system, because it is 
forced to compete with the Northwestern and 
the Burlington, two of the highest types of 
suburban railroads in the country. 


Plentiful Supply of Power. 


By far the most interesting thing in con- 
nection with the development of the Elgin, 
Aurora, and Chicago line is the question of 
power supply. When the promoters of the 
road finally constructed their big power 
house at Batavia they found they could pro- 
duce electric current far in excess of any 
demands they could make upon the supply 
themselves. The result was that they im- 
mediately became producers of electricity in 
a Wholesale way. 

The street car lines in Aurora and Elgin 
were first taken care of. , Then the current 
was distributed to the elevated road at Chi- 
cago. Power was supplied fer the Aurora 
and Joliet line of the Fisher system, and for 
the trolley system owned by the Aurora line 
itself, running from twelve miles south of 
Aurore at Yorkville to Carpentersville, six 
miles north of Elgin, and forming the cap 
piece for the big T,“ of which Chicago 10 
the base. 

When all the demands of all the adjacent 
transportation lines had been looked after 
the third rail people found they were still in 
the market as sellers of electricity. Just 
here they ran up against the municipal own- 
ership idea and knocked it into a cocked hat. 
The city of Bigin had a municipal lighting 
plant, with a completely equipped power 
house of its own. It seemed to some of the 
city fathers that the light was costing them 
a good deal and they appealed to the inter- 
urban line for technical assistance. The re- 
sult was that the city of Elgin abandoned 
the idea of lighting the town by the municipal 
plan. The power house and all the local con-

Much the same thing took piace at Whea- 
ton, where there was a 12 cent rate. There 
the railroad company agreed to sell the town 
its electricity at a reduction of 50 percent, 
or an average rate of 6 cents, the town doing 
the distribution over its own wires and 
pocketing the difference in cost of produc- 
ing the power. In Glen Ellyn the experience 
was the same. In Lombard the railroad com- 
pany built the distributing plant also and 
then turned it over to the village, which paid 
for it out of current receipts, and now oper- 
ates the distributing plant as its own, but 
receives the power from the rallroad company 
at wholesale rates. 

It is not yet out of the range ofepossibility 
that the McKinley system which is push- 
ing northward with the idea of securing a 
through line from Chicago to St. Louis may 
ultimately come into this city by way of 
the Aurora line and the Metropolitan ele- 
vated. This could easily be accomplished, 
it is said, by fitting the ordinary shoes to 
the trolley line of the Illinois Traction sys- 
tem, so that they would have a direct en- 
trance of their own as far as the Fifth avenue 
terminus of the Aurora line.

So quickly was the deed performed that 
even persons who were standing at arm's 
length of the man could not interfere. After 
it had been done the crowd of men and women 
seemed, for a few minutes, to be paralysed 
with horror. 

George B. Battel, 327 North Robey street, 
and O. B. Schubert, 1758 Deming place, were 
the men who seized him after he had reached 
the street. As they did so a clerk who had 
watched the attempted suicide from her place 
behind a counter near the door stepped for- 
ward as if to assist tne wounded man, then 
stumbled over in a faint. 

As the clerk was being carried to the store 
sickroom two other women fainted, and they, | 
too, were carried to the sickroom. — 

King was carried, struggling and shouting, 
to the room also, where he was attended by 
the store physician. 


“Let Me Die,“ He Pleads.

As the men held him he continued to strug- 
gle to tear the wound with his hand. He still 
was struggling when a police ambulance ar- 
rived and took him to the county hospital. At 
the hospital the attending physicians said 
that although King’s windpipe had been sev- 
ered the wound was not necessarily fatal.

Madison. Wis., Sept. 6.—[Speclal After 
serving sixteen years in state's prison—one- 
half of her life—Mrs. Wilhelmina Baehr was 


Jeet at liberty today by the pardon of the 


governor. She entered prison, a girl wife, ig- 
norant of the law, unable to speak English. 
She left it a broken, faded woman. Half of 
her life had been sacrificed to the greed of a 
husband old enough to have been her grand- 
father. 

In 1891 Wilhelmina came to Wisconsin from 
Germany. She was then scarce,15 years old. 
Her parents took a farm in the woods in 
Shawano county, and a few months after- 
ward she married a widower named Baehr, 
because her parents told her to. 

Baehr was twenty-five or thirty years her 
senior and had children older than she. He 
was known as a grasping man, willing to 
do amything to get money. Wilhelmina be- 
came his household drudge. 


Kills at Husband’s Command. : 

One night a traveler, Michael Sells, stopped 
at the Baehr home for the night. Apparently 
he had money. The greed of Old Man Baehr 
was excited and he resolved to put Sells out 
of the way. Accordingly, he told Wil- 
helmina to put poison in the food she gave 
Sells for supper. She did so and Sells died the 
next day. 
Confronted with arrest, Baehr put the 
whole blame on his child wife and she was 
accused of the crime and put in jail. When 
her trial was called her husband advised her 
to plead guilty, telling her that if she did so 
she would escape with a light sentence in 
"rhe girl did as she was told. Instead of 
giving her a light jail sentence, the judge 
sentenced her to state’s prison for life. Even 
then she did not realize how great her pun- 
ishment was to be, and on the day that she 
was taken to prison she told her friends she 
would be back in seven months. 


Forgotten in Prison. 


Soon after she entered the state peniten- 
tiary her husband committed guicide, driven 
to it, it is claimed, by remorse for his act in 
compelling his wife to poison Sells. After 
Baehr’s death the case of the girl wife in the 
state penitentiary was forgotten and she was 


left without friends. 
Two weeks ago several wealthy and influ- 


ential citizens of Oconto county interested 
themselves in her behalf and a petition for 
her pardon reciting the facts in the case was 
laid before Gov. Davidson. He investigated 
for himself and became convinced that jus- 
tice had been satisfied. Hence her pardon.

BIG CUT MADE IN OIL RATES. 


Pennsylvania and New York Central 
Roads Face Penalty. 


Jamestown, N. T., Sept. 6—[Special I-45 
a result of the federal investigation in this 
city of alleged concessions granted to the 
Standard Oil company by the New York 
Central and the Pennsylvania railroad, the 
grand jury this afternoon returned four ad- 
ditional indictments. The indictments will 
add materially to the troubles of the corpo- 
ratione under fire. In each indictment there 
are fifty-eight counts, which means that 
fifty-eight cars were shipped under the al- 
leged illegal rates from Olean to points in 
Vermont, 

The corporations named in these indict 
ments are the Standard company of New 
York, the Vacuum Oil company of Roches- 
ter, the New York Central and the Pennsyl- 
vania railroads. 

The offense charged is the same as in the 
batch of indictments returned some time ago 
~—vig.: that a substantial concession was 
allowed the oil shipments of these companies 
between Olean and Norwood, the route being 
over the Pennsylvania from Olean to Roch- 
ester, and over the lines of the New York 
Central from Rochester to Norwood. The 
published rate between these points was 26% 
cents. The rate to the Standard was 11 8-10 
cents. 

As the law provides a penalty of $20,000 for 
each offense and as fifty-eight separate and 
distinct offenses were charged, the court, if 
the corporations are convicted, could impose 
a fine of $1,160,000 on each corporation.

going to the legislature on just such er- 
rands as these, taking up its time with 
purely local matters. 

The adoption of the new charter will 

put an end to this nonsense, It gives the 
council full power to deal with all the 
local subjects which neither concern nor 
‘interest the people of the state at large. 
The members of the legislature from this 
city wil not have to spend most of their: 
time getting Ohicago bills through, and 
‘will be able to attend to general legisla- 
tion. 
The new charter goes so far in the \di- 
rection of home rule that it empowers 
the council and the people to amend all 
the charter provisions except those relat-. 
ing to education, revenue, and public utili- 
ties. . ; 

If the people after trying the primaries 
plan of the charter do not like it they 
can substitute something else. If they 
prefer direct primaries for mayor and 
aldermen they can have them. If any 
changes in the civil service law seem de- 
sirable the people can make them. : 
The new charter will make this a self- 
governing community to an extent un- 
hoped for and unthought of a few years 
ago. It will untie the hands of the mu- 
nicipal authorities and enable them to 
give Chigago an efficient government. 
They will not have to wait a year and a 
balf, perhaps, to get permission from the 
general assembly to do something which 
ought to be done at once. r 

Men are railing at the charter because 
it does not give the city even more honje 
rule. It gives all that the general -as- 
sembly could be ‘persuaded to grant. If 
the charter were to be rejected it would

crossing downtown streets on which cars are 
operated should know whether or not there is 
a probability that pedestrians occasionally 
will find-it desirable to stand between two 
cats which are passing each other. The in- 
numerable combinations of cars and car- 
rlages, trucks, and automobiles produced by 
street«traffic place the foot passenger in many 
kinds of predicaments from which he can es- 
cape unhurt only by keeping his head. It is 
conceivable that occasionally a person will be 
trapped in such a manner that he must stand 
still and let a street car pass on each side of 
him. Indeed, this has been no uncommon 
experience in the past. 

But the reconstructed car lines, according 
to plans approved by the board of supervising 
engineers, will leave so little space between 
cars that to be caught in that small space 
will mean certain death to man or woman. 
This is a grave matter, as Chief Engineer 
Arnold and the engineer representing the 
Union Traction company now recognize. 
Thus the board ts equally divided on the 
question of rescinding the action taken on the 
subject some weeks ago. The engineers who 
wish to place the cars so close together that 
| nobody can stand between them and live in- 
sist that this is the safer plan. If death is 
prescribed for those who get between the 
grinding surfaces of the cars nobody will 
take chances, they say, and therefore nobody 
will be killed. According to their view, if 
more space is left excitable persons will get 
into it and plunge about, thus securing their 
own destruction. 

Here is a question which can be answered 
best by the experiencé of other cities. Chi- 
cago, wants the safer plan adopted, and it is 
for the engineers to convince themselves 
which is the safer plan. There is no wisdom 
in going ahead and filling the city with deadly 
man traps when a little investigation should 
bring the engineers to an agreement, It is 
significant-that Chief Engineer Arnold, who 
has made an investigation in New York and 
Chicago since the narrow space plan was 
adopted, is ‘convinced by what he learned 
that the space between cars should be arge 
enough to permit a maa to stand in it live.

WATER TRANSPORTATION. 
[From Moody's Magazine.] 
It is gradually coming to be recognized 


usual story to the-effect ’ 


that we are about to enter upon a new era 


of waterway transportation. For a genera- 
tion the railroads fought every proposal for 
the improvement of internal navigatton. 
Suddenly this attitude has changed. The 
reason. for this is simple. The railroads have 
found it impossible to handle the traffic of 
the country. ‘Complaints of congestion and 


inability to secure cars for the shipment of 


perishable freight have gone up from every 
part of the country. It has been borne in 
upon the railway managers that if it were 
possible to ship the cheaper and less profit- 
able forms of freight by water the roads 
would still have all the business they could 
handle and would make more money, because 
it would be business paying higher rates. 
There have been numerous illustrations of 
the changing public attitude toward water- 
way improvement. The first of these was the 


organization of the National Rivers and Har- 


bors congress; with a membership extend- 
ing all over the country, and pledged to the 
platform of annual river and harbor ap- 
propriations of at least $50,000,000.” Asa

Most evil in point of reputation is the 
Koh4-Nur, the baneful history, much of It 
legendary, going back over a period of ft 
centuries. But even during the last 
years it has been the cause of many bar- 
barous wars and cruel deeds. Its presence 
as one of the eyes of the peacock throne of the 
great mogul led Nadir Shah to besiege, storm, 
and sack Delhi, with immense loss of life. 
He was assassinated on atcount of the stone, 
and his son, Shah Rokh, was not only de- 
prived of his throne, but blinded, and sub- 
jected to the most frightful tortures, to 
which he eventually succumbed, in order to 
induce him to surrender the jewel. Shah 
Zaman, Shah Shuja, besides several other

For a couple of years past the duke of Bed- 
ford has had Malcolm Anderson, the well 
known zovlogist, engaged in making the most 
complete collection of every form of animal 
life in the Philippines. Mr. Anderson, who 
is in the permanent employ of the duke, and 
who is subjected by him to no pecuniary 
considerations or restrictions in the pursuit 
of scientific missions such as these, has made 
the collection in duplicate, one set being for 
the duke's private museum at Woburn ab- 
bey and the other for the great national nat- 
ural history museum at South Kensington, 
in London. It is greatly to be regretted that 
no arrangement should have been made by 
the American authorities in the Philippines 
with Malcolm Anderson for the simultaneous 
formation of a third set of examples, for the 
use of the natural history museum in New 
York or for the Smithsonian institution at 
Washington. Mr. Anderson would vertalniy 
have been pleased to do this, in return for the 
assistance received from the American au- 
thorities during his mission. in the Philip- 
pines, and the duke, far from offering any 
objection, would have gladly given his con- 
sent.

The duke of Bedford is not only one of the 
wealthiest and most powerful, but likewise 
one of the most useful of England’s great 
nobles. Both he and his wife are devoted to 
zoSlogy and natural history, and although 
the duke is president of the National society, 
which owns the famous zodlogical gardens in 
London, yet his own private zodlogical gar- 
dens at Woburn abbey, on the borders of 
Bedfordshire and Buckinghamshire, are 
pronounced by experts to be vastly more 
varied, and more valuable and interesting, 
while the animals, which are treated like 
pets, are undoubtedly happier than-those in 
Regent’s park. Wapitis, kangaroos, the 
famous white herd of wild cattle of Chertley, 
wild asses of Persia, alligators, chamois, 
zebras, American bison, and the wild horses 


a century ago by the Thibetan explorer, 
Prsewalski, are to be found roaming in per- 
fect amity with one another in the immense 
park, and the extent to which the duke 
studies their habits and their tastes is ap- 
parent in the pages of the thoughtful and 
interesting book on natural history which 
he has written with the assistance of his 
wife. The latter, like the majority of the 
consorts of British dukes, does not belong to 
the peerage by birth. She is a daughter of 
Archdeacon Tribe of Lahore, and the duke 
married her while he was out in India sefv- 
ing as Lord Herbrand Russell on the staff of 
the viceroy, Lord Dufferin. They have one 
only chlld, a son, who bears the title of 
marquis of Tavistock, and who is now 19 
years of age. ™ 
— 

Neither the duke nor the duchess cares 
much for soclety. They are seldom seen in 
London, save at the opera, or at great court 
functions, while it is only from time to time 
that the duke raises his voice in the house 
of lords. When he does speak there he is 
always listened to with great interest, and 
with a good deal of respect. This is because 
he never speaks there unless he has thor- 
oughly mastered his subject and is prompted 
to utterance by a strong sense of patriotic 
duty. His speeches are rarely partisan, are 
remarkable for their appeal to common 
sense; for thelr absence from any gesture, 
and oratorical artifice, and, above all, for 
their freedom from that extraordinary shy- 
ness from which both the duke and duchess 
suffer in private life. 

This diffidence received a characteristic 
illuBtration when the duke first arrived at 
Woburn abbey with his wife, after his suc- 
cession to the family dignities. All the 
household, with the huge army of retainers, 
employés, and tenants on the Woburn es- 
| tate were assembled at the entrance to the 
abbey, to bid the duke and duchess welcome. 
The old family butler was so unnerved that 
he completely forgot eyery word of the 
speech which he had so carefully committed 
to memory, and stood facing his master, 
whom he had known’ from childhood, with- 
out being a to utter 4 sound. The duke 
was equ mibarragsed. And then without 
any word being said ang with a mere mini- 
mum of congratulatory pantomime, the re- 
tainers withdrew, while the duke and duch- 
ess. retreated to their apartments.

The} house of Russell, of which the duke is 
chief, and which figures so extensively in 
British history during the last four cen- 
turies, is stated to derive its origin from 
the Du Rozels of Normandy, and in a record 
of the time of Edward I. they are mentioned 
as having held Kingston Russell, in Dorset, 
from the time of the Norman conquest. The 
fortunes of the family may be said to have 
dated from the reign of Henry VII., when 
Archduke Philip of Austria, only son of 
Emperor Mexmilian I., was driven into 
Weymouth by a storm while on a voyage 
from Flanders to Spain. The archduke was 
hospitably entertained by Sir Thomas 
Trenchard, the principal magnate of the dig- 
trict, and Sir Thomas being ignorant of any 
foreign language, summoned to his assist- 
ance his kinsman, John Russell, who had 
recently returned from a prolonged stay jn 
Spain, and who was able to act as an intér- 
preter.

When, on the invitation of King Henry 
VII., the archduke proceeded to London and 
to Windsor, Jack Russell, at his request, ac- 
companied him, and became such a favorite 
ot Henry VII. that he appointed him to be a 
gentleman of the privy chamber. He be- 
came a still greater favorite of Henry VIII., 
who created him Lord Russell, and a knight 
of the Garter, besides bestowing upon him an 
immense amount of property in the shape of 
confiscated monasteries. Edward VI. trans- 
formed Lord Russell into earl of Bedford, 
and Charles I.. promoted the fifth earl of 
Bedford to be a duke of Bedford. Among 
the ancestors of the present duke is the 
chivalrous patriot, Lord William Russell, 
who met with his death on the scaffold in 
connection with the Rye house conspiracy, 
as the result of a false accusation. The 
present duke of Bedford ig the eleventh 
holder of that title.

The duke is one of the greatest landown- 
ers in London, the whole of the Bloomsbury 
district. being included. in his estates, as 
well as Covent garden market, which alone 
yields him an ine of near $1,000,000 a 
year in tolls. The favorite home of the duke 
is Woburn abbey, the last abbot of which, 
Richard Hobbs, was hanged to an oak still in 
existence in the park, while the lands were

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“LITERARY RAMBLES IN 
FRANCE”; REMINISCENCES 
BY THE AGED MISS 
BETHAM-EDWARDS. 


Her Interesting Reminiscences of 
Flaubert, De Musset, George 
Sarid and Other Great French 
Writers. 


N English woman of letters who has 
attracted more than the usual amount 
of attention during the last summer is 
Miss Betham-Edwards. This lady, 
by the way, must not Be confounded 

with Miss Amelia B. Edwards, egy.ptologist 
and novelist. The latter was born at about 
the same time, but she has heen dead for 
several years, while Miss Betham-Edwards is 
Still alive and in the enjoyment of excellent 
health. While I was in London in May last 
Miss Betham-Hdwarde’ fifty years as a nov- 
elist were just being celebrated with much 
acclaim in the newspapers, but more substan- 
tially with a jubilee fund to make her de- 
clining years more comfortable. Miss 
Betham-Edwards is now in her 738d year, 
having been born in 1836, but she is as active 
and energetic today as many women—and 
some men—of half her age. Her home is ona 
hill above Old Hastings, and though her view 
is not what it was, it still has some of its at- 
tractions, which, however, are fast disap- 
pearing before the march of so-called im- 


provement. 


Miss Betham-Edwards began writing de- 
fore she was well out of her teens, and, what 
ie more, the firat novel that she wrote, some 
fifty years ago, The White House by the 
Sea,“ instantly found a publisher, and it is 
still being published. According to her own 
story she just sent the manuscripts up to 
London by the village grocer "there was 
no parcel post in those days—agd it was in- 
gtantly accepted. To a recent interviewer 
she sald: 

„ had, you may be amused to hear, taken 
the precaution to have the paper smoked— 
my brother obliging with his pipe. This was 
so that the publisher should think the un- 
known aspirant was a man. I found after- 
wards that even if they had done so it would, 

e been anything but an advantage. Just 
at that time all the publishers were particu- 
larly inclined to pay attention to a young 
lady, especially from the country. They 
were all hoping that another Charlotte 
Bronté might turn up.” 

Miss Betham-Edwards was not another 
Charlotte Bronté,” but she was what, in the 
language of the trade today, would be called 
a good seller.“ The late Lord Houghton, 
that indulgent critic, really more indulgent 
than critic, pronounced her story, “ Kitty,” 
the best novel ever written.” Of course 
it is not the best novel ever written, but it 
has been popular for the last thirty-seven 
years, and you cannot say that of some of the 
really best. 7 

Not only has Miss Betham-Edwards writ- 
ten popular novela, but she has done more 
than any other writer, certainly more than 
any other woman, to promote the entente 
cordiale between England and France. For 
thirty years she has visited France every 
year and Hved among its people. Her books 
on-that country are not only sympathetic but 
they are authoritative and written without 
prejudice. Her Home Life in France is 
a standard on that subject, ;

Some time ago Miss Betham-Edwards pub- 
lishe@ her Reminiscences,“ which were 
highly entertaining. She is an agreeable 
talker as well as writer and in the interview 
to which I have already alluded she spoke 
her mind freely on the subject ot her literary 
Contemporaries. I never sought literary 
krlendships, she said. “ After all, educated 
people are much alike they world over.“ 
Browning disappointed he “An elderly 
Hirt,“ she called him. She spent a week in 
the Isle of Wight with George ENot and 
G. H. Lewes. She admired the genius of the 
former, but thought that she might have been 
kinder to other women writers, herself, for 
instance. A little encouragement would have 
helped her, but never a word spoke George 
Eliot on the subject of her guest’s novels. I 
can imagine that the author of Adam 
Bede would rather have left unspoken her 
opinion of Kitty and The White House 
by the Sea.” 

All this preamble is apropos of Miss Beth- 
am- Edwards latest book, LITERARY 
RAMBLES IN FRANCE” (Scribner), pub- 
Ushed in this, her seventy-third year. 
‘* Plaubert’s Literary Workshop,“ On the 
“In the Footsteps of 
George Sand,“ are some of the attractive 
chapter headings in this attractive book. 
The chapter on Flaubert’s Literary Work 
shop interested me particularly, as I vis- 
ited Rouen and its neighborhood during the 
last summer. I did not see the workshop,” 
though I may have motored past it. Had 1 
read this book before rather than after my 
trip, I should undoubtedly have made a 
pilgrimage to the summer house or pavilion 
in Which Madame Bovary was written. 

Croisset lies three miles from Rouen and 
here Flaubert's house stood is now a dilapi- 
dated factory, advertised for sale at the time 
of which Miss Betham-Edwards frites. The

I find it hard reading. Indeed, I can say with 
George Sand.

Fiaubert’s niece inherited the Croisset prop- 
erty and it was she who sold the house and 
its acre or two of land for factory purposes, 
A handful of Flaubert’s admirers got to- 
gether enough money to purchase the pavil- 
ion and the bit of land that went with it, 
and it has been turned into a memorial mu- 
seum. This pavilion consists of a single 
room of commodious proporfions, overlook~ 
ing highway, river, wooded isie, and low 
lying banke.” These wall remind us,“ 
writes Miss Betham Edwards, “ of the most 
painful Hterary labors on record. Flaubert 
was a veritable Sisyphus, and miraculous it 
seems that he ever accomplished his self- 
imposed tasks; above all, that from such 
agonizing throes should have emerged liv- 
ing creations and a masterpiece! Toilsomely 
as Jacob wooed his brides, Flaubert wooed 
the creations of his fancy, in his case being 
no difference between Leah and Rachel, his 
literary wooings never Inspired by love or ad- 
miration.” F 

In his literary workshop Flaubert would 
literally entomb himself, “ only the sound of 
his own voice from time to time breaking the 
silence.” It was his habit to read and re- 
read aloud every newly framed sentence.” 
Today the old folks at Crolsset sll remem- 
ber hearing “those clear strident utter- 


ances as they passed his window. Miss 


Betham-Edwards is not wholly in sym- 
pathy with Flaubert.

While a woman of Miss Betham-Edwards’ 
temperament could not sympathize alto- 


gether with a woman of George Sand’s tem- 


perament, she still finds much to admire in 
her character and work, and is more sympa- 
thetic with her than with Flaubert. When 
she writes of Nohant she is ground that 
she loves. The literary of No- 
hant would fill volumes, she writes, and 
then she gives us some of them, devoting 
more space to the rambles in George Sand’s 
country than to any other. Like so many 
French women of letters, George Sand loved 
the country. She understood the peasants 
as no other writer has done, but at the same 
time she consorted with the most brilliant 
intellecte of her time. At Nohant she kept 
open house, and it is not surprising that she 
confessed to a friend in 1869: I have earned 
a million [$200,000] in the course of my life 
and I have never saved a penny except 20,000 
francs [$4,000], which I have put by so that 
I may not cost my children too much if I 
fall ill, and,“ she added in her happy go 
lucky way, that little capital I am not 
ure of keeping, for it may be needed by oth- 
ers in greater want than myself.. 

It has been a great many years since I 
have read any of George Sand’s works. I 
hesitate to take them up now, for I might 
have as great a disillusionment as I did in 
trying to reread Mme. de Stael’s “ Corinne 
just after a vigit to Italy this summer past. 
I had: while in Switzerland read much of 
Mme. de Stael’s life in that country, and 
with Italy fresh in my mind the “ time and 
the place for rereading Corinne 
seemed to be propitious, but alas! A few 
pages and I gave up in despair. G. P. R. 
James would have been a relief. 

Miss Betham-Edwards devotes a chapter 
to the relations existing between George 
Sand and Alfred de Musset and shows more 
leniency toward them than one would expect. 
“In the unhappy story just outlined,” she 
writes, it is impossible to arrive at the con- 
clusion that either of the lovers was more 
sinned against than sinning. Both were in 


some measure enfants du ciecle and victims 


of an epoch; and, brave in the face of 
calumny during her lifetime, George Sand 


has fearlessly challenged the verdict of pos- 


terity.“

Alfred de Musset died at the age of 7, a 
wreck alike physically and mentally, but 
rich in fame and honors.” Miss Betham- 
Edwards has translated some verses written 
shortly before his death, given here, which 
she thinks bespeak a chastened frame of 
mind.“ and which she finds almost hymn- 
like in their solemnity ’’:

The chapter giving The Story of the 
Marseillaise gives an account of the birth 
of the national song of France, written 
with a picturesqueness and virility that are 
remarkable in a women over 70 or indeed 
in a woman of any age. She tells the story 
with a ring and a swing that arouse the 
reader's enthusiasm to a Hlgh pitch: On the 
25th of April, 1702. Rouget de Lisle was a 
guest at the historic banquet given by Baron 
Frederich Dietrich, first mayor of Strass- 
burg. The brilliant young military engi- 
neer had already attained a certain amount 
of distinction as novelist, poet, musical] com- 
poser, and dramatist. The conversation at 
the table took a martial turn. The words, 
“enfants de la patrie, “aux a elto- 
yens,” marchon,“ were on e. tongue. 
Champagne circulated freely, voices de- 
came more impassioned and voctferous. It 
was suggested that some one should write a 
national hymn. Then the host, turning to 
the young @ngineer, said: ‘*You, Mons. de 
Lisle, you who woo the muses, why should 
not you try to give us what we want? Com- 
pose, then, a noble song for the French peo- 
ple, now a people of soldiers, and you will 
have deserved well of your country.” 
Rouget de Lisle tried to excuse himself, but 
the host and his guests would not take no 
for an answer. Miss BethemsBdwards thus 
graphically describes the birth of this in- 
spired and inspiring song: 

In a state of tremendous surexcitation 
Rouget de Lisle reached his lodgings Slose 
by, but not to sleep. His violin lay on the 
table. Taking it up he struck a few chords. 
Soon a melody seemed to grow under his 
fingers, harmonizing with the worde that 
had been reiterated throughout the evening, 
Aux armes, aux armes, citoyens, mar- 
chon, formez vos bataillons!” No sooner 
had he gripped his air and put down the 


notes on paper than he dashed off the words.. 


Thus having in a brief hour secured for him- 
self an undying name, he threw himself upon 
his bed and slumbered heavily.

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Rudolph Hering n e len 
of Calumet Situation and Board Will 
Give Him 2 Hand. 


Rudolph Hering, the New York engineer- 
ing expert who has been employed by the 
drainage board to solve the problem of dis- 
posing of the sewage of the Calumet river dis- 
trict, yesterday began his investigation, 

He held a conference if the morning with 
George M. Wisner, chief engineer of the 
sanitary district, and may make a pérsonal 
trip to South Chicago and the Calumet dis- 
trict today. 

“The members of the drainage board be- 
Meve the solution of the problem lies in 
the Calumet canal,“ said Hoyt King, secre- 
tary of the board. “The law authorizing 
the construction of the canal was passed 
in 1903. The war department refused to is- 
sue a permit for the construction of the 
ditch. If Mr. Hering should determine upon 
another method of disposing of the sewage 
of the district the suit against the govern- 
ment would be withdrawn. No influence will 
de brought to bear on Mr. Hering.“ 

The canal as projected would strike the 
channel of the Calumet river at Blue Island 
and empty into the drainage canal at the 
Sag, near Lemont. It would be fifteen miles 
long and cost $18,000,000. The sprinkling 
filters would cost $18,000,000. 

President McCormick of the drainage board 
will mail to each member of the legislature a 
copy of a letter written by James Patterson 
of Wheatland, III., believing it contains one 
of the best arguments in favor of the re- 
moval of the dam of the Economy Light 
and Power company at Joliet. 

“There are men in Joliet,” writes Mr. 
Patterson, who would like to get the state 
involved in that water power because it is 
easier stealing from the state thaa it is from 
a great corporation.

Congdon-Steev- 
er were heavy sellers of the May, and the 
Wrenn house sold out a good sized line. Trade 
in provisions was small and without any in- 
dividual transactions worthy of mention. 


Spring wheat conditions will undoubtedly 
be lowered, owing to reduced yields shown in 
harvesting returns from Minnesota and the 
Dakotas, with the total crop little in excess 
of 600,000,000 bu, say Ware-Leland. 
“There is a splendid foreign and 
domestic demand for flour, with a 
prospect of new spring wheat moving 
more freely, while millers are not an- 
ticipating low prices consequent on the ex- 
traordinary demand for offal. The trade is 
now convinced that Europe will figure asa 
free, if not heavy, buyer of winter wheat 
for some time ahead, and, as there is not 
much assurance of its being sold freely by 
farmers, it should tend to hold supplies in 
check and serve as a balance wheel on prices, 
while not allowing of extreme fluctuations 
for a while at least. Sentiment, however, is 
optimistic as regards higher values, as illus- 
trated by the entry into the market of 
wealthy interests who have embarked for a 
bull campaign despite stringent money con- 
ditions that will soon be offset by liberal 
Seaboard clearances." 


Despite the impaired telegraph service 
commission brokers are doing a big business 
in wheat and corn for outside account. John 
H. Wilkins, who has received many more 
responses to his crop queries sent out over 
the west last week, declared that his business 
in the two leading cereals was the biggest 
he has done in weeks, and, using his own 
words, almost everything I had was am 
order to buy.” Mr. Wilkins says that his 
communications from the west indicate more 
country bullishness on corn than at any time 
in years. Some of the reports I am receiv- 
ing on corn are actually too bullish to give 
out, but I believe that they are based on 
facts. The unanimity of bullish opinions on 
corn presages, I believe, a much higher level 
for the grain. Advices of a bullish sort are 
not coming from any particular section, but 
are fairly pouring in from all over the corn 
belt. And, most significant of all, the farm- 
ers are backing up their expressions with 
buying orders.“ 


The Modern Miller said: ‘Little wheat 16 
offered by winter wheat farmers, who are 
busy preparing the soil for fall planting, or 
are holding for higher prices, South of the 
Ohio river the crop is closely marketed, as 
it is also farther north, in sections where 
the yields were small.“ 

Shipments of flax from Argentina this week 
were given as 40,000 bu, compared with 860,000 
bu last year.

WELLS-FARGO’S EARNINGS. 


Equal Nearly Fifty-Four Per Cent on 
the Capital Stock. 


Currency shipments for August by the prin- 
cipal shipping banks of Chicago were $15,- 


$10,688,400, leaving the net outgo of cur- 
rency for the month $4,839,900. This is 
smaller by $1,500,000 than for the correspond- 
ing month last year, when the shipments 
were $17,052,000, the receipts $10,704,000, 
and the net loss in currency $6,348,000. 

For the first eight months of the current 
calendar year the shipments have been 
$86,863,620, the receipts $65,367,140, and the 
net loss for eight months $21,506,480. For the 
corresponding eight months in 1906 the total 
shipments were $92,898,000, while the total 
receipts were $64,820,700, leaving the net Joss 
$28,077,300, or approximately $3,700,000 great- 
er than this year.

Board Appoints Another. 


‘MRS. HASKELL STILL FIGHTS. 


Woman Says She Is Making Her Stand 
for the Sake of the Children. 


Charles . Krauskapt principal of the 
®umner school, was slated yesterday by Supt. 
Cooley for immediate transfer to the princi- 
palship of the new Jesse Spalding school for 
crippled children. The recommendation was 
presented to the school board committee on 
school management lu the afternoon along 
with a pile of other reports and recommenda- 
tions. 

“Are there any remarks?’ asked Chair- 
man Daniel R. Cameron, glancing about the 
committee room. 

There weren't any, aud the recommenda- 
tion was concurred in o the accompaniment 
of a dead silence. 

Outside the committee room, however, the 
affairs of the ttle school over on Park ave- 
mue were not going so smoothly, as a casual 
visitor at the committee meeting might have 
supposed. 

Marks Is Frozen Out. 

Charles E. Marks, who was appointed prin- 
cipal of the school by the board of education, 
resigned his position Thureday afternoon 
after spending one day at the bullding. Dur- 
ing the five school hours of that day the prin- 
cipal was stared at coldly by the pupile and 
treated with a decidedly frigid kind of polite- 


mess by Mrs. Emma 8. Haskell, the teacher, / 


who until this year has had charge of the 
work for the crippled youngsters. Mrs. Has- 
kell thinks she should have charge of it this 


Just how his experience affected Mr. Mraks 
is known only to himself. Anyway, he didn't 
appear at the school building after Tuesday. 
And two days later Supt. Cooley received his 
fetter of resignation. 

I feel, wrote Mr. Marks, that I have 
neither the attitude nor the preparation that 
would make it worth while for me to con- 
tinue.’’ 

Mrs. Haskell Still Fighting. 

The recommendation of Mr. Krauskopf will 
not become an appointment until it is con- 
curred in by the board of education at its 
meeting next Wednesday evening. And in 
the meantime, it is understood, Mrs. Haskell 
and her friends will make the most of their 
opportunity. 

am going to stand by the children until 
this thing is fought out,“ said Mrs. Haskell 
last evening. “I have received hundreds 
of letters in the last few days from people 
whom I do not know at all commending my 
stand and expressing the hope that I will 
be placed in charge of the work. It's not my 
fight; it’s the children’s. 

“ As for Mr. Krauskopf, I know him to be 
@ highly estimable young man—but he 
doesn't know anything about children! I 
have been doing a principal’s work for eight 
years, and now it is a matter of carrying on 
a work which I have begun and which is 
dear to me.”’ 

Trustee P, Shelly O’Ryan, who championed 
Mrs. Haskell’s cause without mentioning 
her name before the board at its latest meet- 


° ings, says he hasn't changed his mind a bit. 


“The crippled children’s school,” he said, 
“js a special school in the strictest sense of 
the term and its peculiar circumstances 
ought to shape its government. My ac- 
quaintance with the work of the school leads 
me to the opinion that a change of leader- 
ship at the present time would be unwise.”’ 

Mr. Krauskopf hes been an assistant ih 


the child study department and has been 
employed in investigations of conditions 
at the Parental school, the schools for deaf 
children, and the schools for crippled chil- 
dren. Since 1904 he has been successively 
principal of the Henry, the Emmet, and 
the Sumner schools. 


School Annex to Court. 

The plan of Miss Jane Addams and other 
social workers to make the section of Ew- 
ing street which contains the new juvenile 
court building a “children’s block re- 
ceived a boost from Supt. Cooley's report 
to the buildings and grounds committee on 
the need of a new school building to care 
for the children in the detention homes. 
Supt. Cooley recommended that a ten or 
twelve room building be erected on a site 
just east of the juvenile court which is now 
under condemnation proceedings. The build- 
ing, he said, should have five classrooms, a 
gymnasium, and a shop, with an additional 
room for general purposes and quarters 
which should be available for the compulsory 
education and child study departments if it 
should be found necessary to use them. An 
appropriation of $60,000 was made at one 
time for this purpose, but never used. 

All the evening schools in the city will be 
reopened after the Christmas holidaye if 
Supt. Cooley has his way. The superintend- 
ent reported to the school management com- 
mittee that an immediate decision on this 
question should be made at once, and recom- 
mended that at least tweive schools be opened 
immediately. The cost of the schools will be 
approximately $20,000 if twelve are opened, 
and $60,000 if all are keptin operation. The 
recommendation was referred to the finance 
committee. 

Mr. Cooley also recommended the employ- 
ment of two additional teachers of domestic 
science in the city high schools. This was 
concurred in. 


Segregation Experiment Continued. 

The question of continuing the experiment 
of segregation at the Englewood High school 
came near precipitating a debate. 

“The pupils have their social life—every- 
thing—in common,” said Miss Addams. 1 
don't believe that reciting separately, as they 
do, is—well, I don’t believe it’s the hest way. 

The continuatiom of the, experiment, how- 
ever, was approved, Miss Addams alone vot- 
ing against it. 


ORDERS GRIEG LAUREL WREATH. 


Message Cabled to Norway by Emil 
Biorn for the Norwegian Singers’ 
League of Chicago. 


An order for a laurel wreath bound with 
silk ribbons and a message of condolence in 
memory of Edward Grieg, the famous Nor- 
wegian composer, who died at Bergen, Nor- 
way, last Wednesday, was cabled yesterday 
from Chicago. The tribute was sent by Emil 
Blörn in behalf of the Norwegian Singers’ 
league of Chicago, of which Mr. Blörn is 
musical director. The wreath will be placed 
on the casket at the time of the funeral, next 
Monday. As a perpetual tribute to the 
memory of Grieg, the league has decided to 
hold annual memorial concerts. Several 
members of singing societies affiliated with 
the league formerly sang in choruses in Nor- 
way directed by the composer.
